New Party Was Formed Because Sen- 
ator Ingalls Refused to Answer 


Four Questions Asked Him by Mr. 
Peffer. 

Previe’ to the Por t-Dispated. 

WASHINGTON, Sent. 12.—‘If Mr. Ingalls 
head anewered my four auestiohs there 
probably would not have beem a Populist 
party. He refused, agitation followed and 
you knew the rest&’’ 

Thus spoke the “Daddy of Populism,” 
ex-Senator William A. Peffer of Kansas, 
who 13 years ago waa the _ shrill-voiced 
prophet of the new party. He is now com- 
piling a reasy-reference book for the con- 
venience of members of Congress. His com- 
pensation will be $5000 for four years’ work’ 
Or at the rate of $1050 a year. 

This spare, slender old man, whose long 
whiskers have become the symbol of Popu- 
Mam. has returned to the Republican fold, 
end cannot understand why all others, who, 
like him, joined the Populist movement of 
more than a dozen years ago, have nvt 
réturnedt. 

He works from ten to twelve hours a day 
at his tedious task. He has been engaged 
on thé: work two years, and estimates 
that it“will reauire that time longer to 
Gompléete it. when he will get his money 
ftom the gcovernment. 

Senator Peffer has lived in Washington 
practically all of the time since he left the 
Senate six years agro. 

“What has become of Populism?" Sen- 
ator Pfeffer was asked. 


How Populism 
Was Destroyed. 


“Populism was killed as an independent 
fofco by é@ts union with the Democtatic 
party,’’ he said. ‘‘The organization has dis- 
solved” into its orizinal elements, where it 

stay as long as the two other parties 
afte led by men like Bryan and Roosevelt. 

“I opposed the union of the party with 
the Democracy. The essence of Populism 
Was goverMinéittal centralization, which is 
@A essential principle of the Republican 
party: Gen. James B. Weaver was the 
cause of our tying up with the Democracy. 
Mé came to Washington and got the Silver 
Republicans. Silver Democrats and Pop- 
ulists then in Congress into a conference. 
This was the becinning of an acquaintance 
that led to fusion. Weaver argued that if 
we did not get together the Democrats 
would beat us to the issue. I opposed the 
movement and refused to sign the secret 
fusion agreement. Soon after came the 
public conference among the Democrats, 
Bilver Republicans and Populists. I knew 
this meant death to Popifism and strived 
éarnestiy to avert it 
“Now the Populists of the Northwest have 

back to the Republican party and the 
ulists of the South have gone back to 
the Democratic party. There is no longer 
any Populist party. Our principles ‘are 
radically influencing both parties. 

“Early in my career in the Senate I tn- 
troduced a bill to consolidate the rulfllroad 
systems of the country under one manage- 


Pormer Senator Peffer of Kansas As- 
serts That Union With Democracy 


TAMAQUA, Pa., Sept. 12.—The continued

New Grandjury Will Examine Every- 
body Possessed of Any Facts Con- 
nected With Murder.

LORAIN, O., Sept. 12.—Prosecutor Stroup 
made the statement this afternoon that no 
matter the cost and no matter how long 
it takes the jury, the Reichiin case wwTll 
be investigated until the last syllable of in- 
formation that will throw the least light 
on it has been uttered.

GUTHRIE, oO. T., Sept. 12—From the 
Kiowa-Comanche reservation, which was 
Opened to settloment two years ago, comes 
word that Asa C. Sharpe has sold his 
homestead, in Comanche County, for prac- 
tically $6000. 

Sharpe was President McKinley's ap- 
pointee as agent in Oklahoma for the 
Ponca, Otoe and Missouri! Indians, a son- 
in-law of State Senator Day of Maryland 
and a resident of Baltimore, and he is now 
under sentence of four years’ hard labor 
in a government prison for having solicited 
bribes while in office. 

Sharpe was prominent in Maryland be- 
fore coming to OklIahoina. In earlier 
years bis father-in-law, Senator Day, had 
been here as an Indlan agent, presiding 
over the destini@s of the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes. Through the influence of poli- 
ticlans of Maryland the appointment was 
secured by Sherpe on Jan. 6 1898. Sharpe 
was directed by the commissioner of In- 
dian affairs to report upon the genera) sub- 
jects of leases of Indian lands within his 
jurisdiction for the ensulng year; also to 
receive bids for grazing leases on such 
lands and report. He reporte! that he 
could, by private contract, get a better 


price for the lands, and asked permission 
to lease them in that way.

costs 

Followingthe conviction of Sharpe and 
pending an appeal came the opening of the 
Kiowa-Comanche reservation to settlement. 
Sharpe was one of the throng that crowded 
into Bl Reno and Lawton to obtain a 
ciaim. Sharpe drew a lucky number and se- 
lected a fine homestead in Comanche Coun- 
ty, the one just sold for $600. After it be- 
came known that Sharpe had drawn the 
claim there was much discussion tegarding 
the la@gality of Sharpe's title to the land, 
in that he was under sentence for a felony.

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Practical Attraction Prepared for Ed- 
ucation of National Irrigation 
Congress, 


OGDEN, Utah, Sept. 12.—A model irri- 
gated farm, practically and ideally illus- 
trating intensive cultivation, is being put 
into perfect condition by the National Ir- 
rigation Congress, so that the delegates 
who attend the congress at Ogden, Sept. 
1 may have a visual demonstration of 
the most approved and up-to-date methods 
of agriculture and horticulture under ir- 
rigation. 

The plans of the exhibit are being ma/e 
by a special committee appointed by the 
congress, which has given scientific atten- 
tion to the work, under the direction of 
State Engineer Doramys of Utah. 

This model farm is laid out on land be- 
longing to a state institution, where about 
twenty acres are used for the purpose of 
this illustration. Methods of taking water 
from the river, canal amd laterals will be 
Shown in a compact territory. Modern 
devices for measuring and apportioning 
water will be shown, as well as the dif- 
ficult. methods of irrigation by furrows, 
flood or check . 

Losses in transporting water will be 
measured. This usage of the water will 
be practically demonstrated with various 
kinds of growing crops, including grains 
and vegetables, luscious apples and late 
peaches. 

Practical irrigators will accompany the 
delegates over the ground, explaining new 
inventions, various methods of spraying 
of trees, of destroying orchard pests, and 
new methods of cultivation. A ‘‘current] 
motor’’ will be in operation on the grounds 
and other irrigation machinery will be ex- 
hibited. 

It is thought that this model farm ex- 
hibit will be of interest to all the delegates, 
and especially to those who heretofore have 
had only a theoretical understanding of 
the principles and methods of irrigation. 


Commander Frederick Booth-Tucker, the 
national leader of the Salvation Army, is 
coming fromb New York to attend the 
congress and to speak on ‘Colonization,’ 
of which he has had valuable, practical ex- 
perlence. Mr. Wantiand of Denver acts as 
chairman of the colonization section of the 
program, and will arrange for a bril- 
liant number of speakers, composed of 
railroad presigents and prominent officials. 
gcovernors, sehators and congressmen, and 
prominent men of affairs, well known 
throughout the West, to speak on ‘‘Colon- 
izution” in its various phases. 

There are to be important addresses on 
“The National Irrigation Law, Its Adap- 
tabllity to the Conditions and Needs of the 
Several States and Territories in Which It 
is Operated and Its Relationship to the 
Local Laws and Customs; on “Fhe Water 
Shed, Its Functions and the fo0urce of 
Water Supply; Its Relation to Water Users 
and How It Should Be Managed to Effect 
the Greatest Possible Good."" Another im- 
portant topic will be ‘““The Primary Needs 
of Present Pay Irrigation and How They 

ay Be Best Provided."’ 

Under the subject of the “National Ir- 
rigation law,” addresses, it is expected, 
will be made, and discussion entered upon, 
by I. H. Newell, Senator Fred T. Du Bois, 
Senator F. KE. Warren, Congressman Frank- 
i" Ee.

BEAT HIS WIFES 


His Fists During Trouble 
Over Money. 


DECATUR, Ind., Sept. 12.—Maddened be- 
yond all endurance and losting all self-con- 
trol, Joseph Osborne, 28 years old, struck 
his father-in-law, John Busenbach, 68 years 
old, last evening, and the victim of the as- 
sault died from his injuries a few hours 
later, but his death did not occur until the 
assailant had had time to come to this city 
and surrender to the authorities and was 
placed in jail. 

Osborne and his father-in-law bought a 
farm east of this city a few months ago, 
and yesterday Osborne decided that he 
wanted to sell his share, or buy his father- 
in-law's part of the land, for the reason 
that the two could not agree. Busenbach 
refused to buy Osborne’s share, and he 
asked an unreasonable price for his part of 
the farm. This angered Osborne, and he 
told father-in-law that he would take 
the affair into court. Busenbeach replied, 
‘Take it to court, if you want to.”’ 

Not realizing what he was doing, Osborme 
stepped up to the old man and struck him 
a terrific biow in the face, knocking him 
down, and then Osborne, holding the vic- 
him: to the ground by the throat, pounded 
tim about the head and face until, as later 
examination showed, the face was simply 
a mass of broken bones and brudsed flesh. 
Osborne, after he had finished his work, 
suddenly realized what he had done, and 
dropping to the side of his victim, sobbed 
pitifully until people were attracted by the 
noise, and Ira Richards, a man employed 
on the place and an eyewitness to the af- 
fair. led him away. 

The injured man was moved to the house 
and medical aid was summoned, but hu- 
man power could not save the old man. 

Osborne came to this city at once and, 
going to the office of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney .. C. Moran, asked that he be arrested 
on the charge of “assault.” Moran called 
Sheriff Butler and Osborne was taken to 
ail. He does not know that heisa murder. 
er, but keeps asking continual) how his 
father-in-law is getting along. On the way 
to the jail he asked the sheriff if the jail 
was strong enough to keep out a mob if 
they should want him. Vhen informed 
that no mob could get into the jail Osborne 
became very quiet. 

The murderer is a mayried man and he, 
with his wife and three sons, made his 
home with the father-in-law. One of the 
sons was a witness of the affair, but he ts 
too young to realize the awfuiness of his 
father’s deed.

Mrs. Griffith of Los Angeles Says She 
Jumped From Window When 
He Shot Her. 


HUSBAND SAYS = ACCIDENT 


The Police Do Not Know Which to 
Believe, as Both Parties Stand 
High in the Community. 


LOS ANGELES. Cal., Bept. 12.—Seriqus 
charges against her husband are made by 
Mrs. Griffith J. Griffith, wife of a wealthy 
mining man and capitalist of this city, 
and who was shot in the head and leaped 
or fell from a third story window at the 
Hotel Arcadia, in Santa Monica, late Thurs- 
day afternoon. She is tn the California 
Hospital in this city, disfigured for iife, 
and may not recover. 

Col. Griffith, the husband, has been ar- 
rested upon his wife's charge that he shot 
her. Mrs. Griffith's right eye, which was 
struck by a revolver bullet, has been re- 
moved by the surgeons. It is feared that 
she may have been internally injured by 
her plunge of 14 feet from the hotel win- 
dow to the roof of the veranda. 


Col. Griffith declared that the shootin 
and the fall from the window ane pure: 
ly accidental, but Mrs. Griffith asserted 
that he tried to kill her. The colonel said: 

“When I entered our apartments at the 
Arcadia Hotel, where we have been stay~- 
ing for some weeks, my wife was engaged 
in packing a trunk. reparatory to our 
a Santa Monica for our Los Angeles 
cme. 

“I immediately began assisting her, when 
suddenly I was startled and bewildered by 
a revolver shot. It seems that in packing 
the trunk my wife had one of my brace 
of revolvers in her hand, and {t must have 
been discharged by the hammer striking 
against the edge of the trunk. 

“She cried out that she was hurt and 
at cnce ran to the window and fell out, 
striking on the roof of the veranda cne 
story below. I summoned help. That is 
all there is to it. A most unfortunate ac- 
cident, indeed, and I regret it more then 
any one else. I have scarcely slept or eaten 
since it happened.”’ 

This statement, which was made by Mrs. 
Griffith to her sister, Mrs. C. L. Whipple. 
has been given to the authorities: “I was 
in our rooms packing a trunk when. about 
half past & o'clock In the afternoon, the 
colonel opened the door and entered. I was 
stooping over the trunk. As I looked up I 
saw that my husband held in his hand a re- 
volver and pointed it at me. He said very 
quietly and pleasantly: ‘Get down on your 
knees and open your prayer book and shut 
your eyes. I am going to shoot you and kil] 
you.’ 

“T criéd out, ‘Oh, papa, pa; don't! Grif- 
fith, don’t. please don't!’ Then he fired. 
and for an instant all went blank to me. | 
rushed to him and grasped him and we 
struggled. Then I must have freed myself 
and run to the open window and leaped 
out. My husband and I have not had any 
quarrels lately.”’

One of the pleasantest and most enjoyable 
entertainments given the members of the 
Missouri Press Asociation during their 
meeting at §t. Louis last week was that 
tendered by the Post-Dispatch. On Fri- 
day evening after adjournment the editors 
visited the office of St. Louis’ great even- 
ing paper and were shown through the 
plant from the basement to the sixth 
Story. It is a well equipped paper, boon 
in its “think’’ department as well as me- 
chanical. After inspecting the various de- 
partments and viewing the immense presses 
at work, the editors were escorted to the 
sixth story, where an elegant banquet was 
Spread for their delectation. We believe 
this was the first recognition given the 
country editors by any of the great dailies 
of St. Louis and the Pose-Dispatch leads 
in this as in many other matters. 


In Touch With the Country Press. 
From the Columbia Statesman. 

At 4:30 p. m. on the last day of the press 
convention most of the editors and their 
Wives accepted a cordial invitation to visit 
the mechanical rooms of the Post-Dis- 
patch, where they “showed us” in most 
hospitable style. We were given the free- 
dom of every department, watched the ed- 
ltors ‘‘edit’ and the pressmen ‘“‘press.’’ The 
artists were at work. The stenographers, 
the operators and all were busy. Guides 
showed the crowd of about 200 through the 
various rooms. It would be impossible to 
describe this visit in detail, but an idea 
of the volume of business done there can 
be gleaned from a few brief facts about 
the offices and the presses. The business 
occuples six stories. 

The press in the front part of the main 
floor pressroom is the most modern of 
all printing machines. It prints papers 
with pictures in four colors. When printed 
in black only it has a capacity of produc- 
tién of 36,000 eight-page papers per hour. 
Its weight is about 6 tons and it repre- 
sents an investment of nearly $50,000. The 
large rolls of paper from which this press 
prints weigh approximately 1200 pounds 
and the sheet in such a roll is fuil four 
miles long. 

Immediately back of the large color press 
is an equally large sextuple Hoe press of 
an older pattern with the same producing 
capacity. 

At the rear end of the room is a color 
press which has a capacity of 12,000 colored 
sheets per hour, used in printing the maga- 
zine section. 

In the rront of the basement are two 
more Hoe presses, not as large as the 
two on the main floor, but operating on 
the same geenral principles. Each of these 
presses has a capacity of 18,000 eight-page 
papers per hour. 

From the pressroom we were taken to 
the fifth floor, where an elegant dinner was 
seved to about 20 of the visitors, all of 
whom agree that the Post-Dispatch knows 
how to keep in touch with the country 
press; it is, moreover, one of the great 
newspapers of the country. 

One of the Greatest Newspapers. 
From the Fredericktown Democrat News. 

At the meeting of the Missouri Press 
Association at St. Louis last week the edi- 
tors and their families were the guests of 
the Post-Dispatch one afternoon.. The 
Post-Dispatch occupies a six-story build- 
ing on Broadway and is one of the most 
complete printing plants in this country. 
The fifth floor is occupied by the pho- 
tographing department of the newspaper. 
Here all the halftones and cuts are made, 
some five or six large cameras are in- 
Stalled with powerful electric lights to 
bring out the work. The pressroom is in 
the basement and part of the first floor, 
the fourth floor is the composing room 
and the sixth ‘floor is the banquet room, 
and such a feast as was set before the 
editors. Before the “spread” the editors 
were conducted through every portion of 
the building. The hospitality of the Post- 
Dispatch was as far-reaching as its news 
service, which covers the entire globe, 
and makes it one of the greatest news- 
papers in the world.

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OH MUSTACHES, STRATTON ESTATE 


Portland Shavers Decide That Free| Attorney-General Will Institute Suit 


Curls Are Not Compatible With 
Business. 

PORTLAND. Ore., Sept. 12.—Robert Bur- 
dette gave a lecture in Portland 4agshort 
time ago on “‘The Downfall of the Mus- 
tache.” Among’ ather things he predicted 
that the mustache would soon be nothing 
more than a memory of, bristling days. 


Whether he was “‘next’’ te what the bar- 


bers of Portland intended to’de or not is 


unknown, but at any rate they have dealt 
a deathblow to mustaches. On and after 
Sept. 7 they will charge 5 cents for every 
mustache they have to curl. 
that work has always been thrown in with 
every shave or haircut, free of charge and 
with all the latest improved ftonsorial 
twists. Now the barbers have arrived at 
the unanimous conclusion that it is a wise 
move to place a tax on [fuxuries as well as 
necessities. They argue that everything a 
man wears is taxed excepting his mus- 
tache, and that it is high time to put a lit- 
tle duty upon that instead of so much im- 
ported bay rum and wax. 

While the mustache may become extinct 
by what some are pleased to term the mer- 
cenary act of the barbers, the latter say 
that no tears will be shed over it if it 
does. 

It is generally believed by all who are 
acquainted with the facts in the case that 
shortly after the new price list goes into 
cffect every mustache worthy of the name 
will come off. With those not worthy of 
the name it won't matter myuch—they 
couldn't be curled, anyway.

NOVEL BOAT RUN 
BY FORCE PUMP 


Jets of Water Thrown Off With Great 
Force Furnish the Motive 
Power. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A novelty in 
the construction of marine craft is shown 
in a recent patent grant covering the de- 
sign of a boat propelled and steered by 
pets of water. Instead of engines to drive 


screws and propellers, pumps are employed 
and the boat driven by the action of jets 
of water taken in at the bow and ejected 
at the stern. 

These pumps are sultably located within 
the hold of the vessel. and each is provided 
with an intake tube, whieh runs forwardly 
to a point near the bow of* the vessel, 
where there are suitable openings through 
which the pipes may receive water, the 
said openings, of course, being arranged 
below the water line. The inlet ports at 
the ends of these pipes are controlled by 
valves operated from some _ convenient 
point. 

Extending from each of the pumps is.a 
tube which is curved so as to find an open- 
ing at the side of the vessel, near the for- 
ward part thereof,.the outlet portion of the 
tube being directed forwardly. Thus water 
which is forced through the tube will be so 
directed as to prope: the boat rearwardly, 
as in backing. Another pipe also extends 
rearwardly from each pump, and this pipe 
is preferably divided into two branches. 
One branch extends outwardly through the 
side of the vessel at a point near the bow, 
while the other extends rearwardly in the 
yescel a considerable distance, finding an 
outlet near the stern of the boat, and jets 
issuing from there will propel the boat for- 
ward. Other openings at the side and stern 
have the effect of changing the course of 
the craft. In experimenting with a boat 
of this character it was Jemonstrated that 
she could be turned in her own length, 
which is an achievement of some impor- 
tance.

REAL MACEDONIAN SITUATION 


Cry of Macedonia for the Macedonians 
Depends Largely Upon Who 
Utters It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON. Sept. 12—The Cry of ‘‘Mace- 
donia for Macedonians,”* owing to:the com- 
plex population of the country and its geo- 
graphical situation, has many signitica- 
tions. It all depends upon who utters the 
cry. 

For the Bulgarians it means Macedonia 
for Bulgarians, all Macedonians being 
claimed as Bulgarians. 

For the Servians it means Macedonia for 
Servia, and al] sorts of ingenious evidence 
is put forward to prove that the Macedon- 
ians are of Servian origin. 

For the Greeks. who profess to regard 
the inhabitants of the province as Hellenic 
by race and sympathies, the cry means 
Macedonia for Greece. 

For years Macedonia’ has been in a 
chronic state of revolt. Indeed, since 18M 
the vear 199 was the only one which was 

‘se 

free from more or less serious outbreaks. 
A “revolutionary committee,’ bent on fan- 
ning the flame, has had its headquarters 
in Sofia, and its members, though well 
known, escaped with only occasional or- 
rests. But they were always pressed for 
funds. and in 1901 hit upon the novel ex- 
pedient of capturing Miss Ellen H. Stone, 
an American missionary, and demanding 
a ransom of $7¢.000, which was collected 
in the United States and paid to the revo- 
lutionary agents in February, 12. 

It is this money which is now said to 
be the sinews of war of the prevent move- 
; ment. A rising was immediately pianned, 


but a premature outbreak last October was 
crushed. Then Russia and Austria stepped 
in and elaborated a program of retortns 
which they forced the porte to accept. The 
proposals do not appear to have been sat- 
isfactory to either side. Christian officers 
were hunted from towns where the Mo- 
hammedan population predominated, and 
‘Turks were driven out of Christian vil- 
lages. 

These Christians being orthodox Greeks, 
to which religion the bulk of the popula- 
tior. of Bulgaria adheres, there was con- 
siderable sympathy with them in tlie 
neighboring country. Saravoff, the leader 
of the insurrection, began preliminary 
skirmishing in March, and it was an- 
nounced that a genefal revolution had been 
fixed for April 30. But the fighting since 
then has been more of the nature of gucr- 


illa warfare, the Macedonians making raids 


on small villages and rarely appearing in 
large bodies. A battle was reportel on 
April 22. in which 39 men were killed. Three 
days later 55 bashi bazouks were said to 
have been killed in battle. On April ®, 
instead of a general revolution, came the 
dynamite plot in Salonica, the blowing up 
of banks and attempt to wreck the city, 
an event which shocked Europe and first 
caused a realization of the threatening dan- 
ger in the Balkans. 

Throughout May, June and July there 
were conflicts, increasing in frequency and 
in the numbers of those engaged, showing 
the gradual spread of the agitation. The 
greatest success the rebels have yet had 
wage the capture of Krushevo early in the 
present month, the Turks: retaking the 
town last week. Even now the rebellion 
is practically confined to the vilayet of 
Monastir and the neighborhood of palon- 
ica, but with dangerous possibilities elee- 
where. 

Macedonia, the center of the disturb- 
ances, is the only remaining portion of the 
Ottoman dominions itn Europe in which 
the powers have not as yet carried out 
fully the stipulation of the Berlin treaty, 
but practically this task has been in- 
trusted by them to Russia and Austria 
jointly. France, England and Italy sup- 
nate the Russo-Austrian scheme of re- 
orms which was drawn RP by the two 
powers at the beginning the year and 
accepted by the Sultan. Various adminis- 
trative charges have been introduced, but 
the state of Macedonia throughout the 
year, steadily going from bad to worse, 
and the evident determined efforts of the 
Macedonian revolutionary committee to 
force matters against Turkey. has pre- 
vented the reforms introduced exercising 
any pacificatory effect. 

Macedonia is_a province of neterogeneous 
nationalities. The Bulgarian population is 
the larger. but there are Albanian \and 
Greek sections, beside the rure Mussulman 
stock. which have different aspirations 
frora those of the Bulrartans. The ‘Bul- 
garian Macedonians look to the principality 
for their chief support. In the Bulgarian 
army 600 of 200 officers are Macedonians 
and the number of Macedonian emigrants 
in Bulgaria is at least one hundred thou- 
sand. Bous Saravoff, the leader of the des- 
perate section, and Zontcheff. the head of a 
more moderate group. in the Macedonian 
revolutionary committce..both started from 
Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria and the head- 
quarters.of the committee. to toin the in- 
surgents in Macedonia, who have been sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition mainly 
through Bulgarian sources. 

While the Bulgarian government has in 
response to the warning given by the 
Czar's minister declared it has taken strong 
measures to check the action of the Mace- 
donian committee within the porders of the 
principality. cna have proved quite in- 
effective, while the sympathy of the general! 
Slav population in Bulgaria is undoubtedly 
on the side of the insurgents, making the 
position of the ministry very Jifficult. The 
memorandum {!s, in effect, an appeal to 
the powers by Bulgarta agatnet her suzer- 
ain. It may be tn reality iusoireld by tho 
Macedonian committee ringing *preesure 
to bear on the ministry, or {tt may be meant 
as a ministerial a. in orler to 
throw the onus on urkey for further 
spread of the conflagration.

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ITRAINING OF THE CITIZENS OF 
PAIN’S “ROME” IS DIFFEREN 


Pain's “Burning of Rome," at Handlan's 
Park, is a re-enactment of one of the most 
tragic‘events in history. The spectator sees 
before him within the great amphitheater a 
mimic city covering several acres of ground 
with massive palaces, arches, temples and 
other characteristic specimens of Roman 
architecture in the foreground. He s¢¢s 
hundreds of correctly costumed performers 
and numerous interesting dramatic inel- 
dents told in pantomine. The festival in 
progress affords an excuse for the intro- 
duction of many high class specialties, the 
ballets being especially brilliant, and dur- 
ing that phase of the performance which 
pictures the persecution of the Christians 
by Nero, flames envelop the city, and the 
stately buildings tumble one by one untill 
Rome is a mass of cinders. A $2000 display 
of Pain’s gorgeous fireworks immediately 
follows, including many set pieces that are 
appropriate for the night.

The av- 
erage supernumerary, who is willing to 
impersonate any old Roman for $1 a night, 
has rather a limited conception of historical 
spectacles and their requirements. lie 
seems predestined to do exactly the things 
that he is told not to do. If his soul's sal- 
vation were at stake, he could net follow 
directions more persistently opposite than 
he does.

The odd little water-sprite first attracted 
atiention by satling alongside the swiftest 
yachts, and to the surprise of their skip- 
vers soon leaving them far behind, clip- 
ping over the water at a speed of 22 knots 
an hour or better. 

At the naval maneuvers at Oyster Bay 
the Standard flitted in and out among the 
vessels of the war fleet and on the pre- 
vious day tested its speed for the benefit 
of Admiral Dewey and Rear Admirals 
Rodgers and Taylor, who were on board.

At the Atlantic Yacht 
‘lub races last week, when the launch ap- 
peared without a name, it Went over the 
course at terrific speed and frequently has 
outdistanced speedy yachts of three times

The engine is of 125 horse-power, noise- 
less and without vibration. Its cost of op- 
eration is said to be less than 2 cents a 
mile. Speaking of its possibilities yester- 
day, one of the men interested in its con- 
Struction, sald: 

“This engine will solve a hr” »robleng 
for New Yorkers living up r#> “30n or 
on the Sound who are deterred t:0m going 
to and fro in their own yachts because of 
the great cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion. With this boat they. need but one 
man instead of a good-sized crew, and, 
instead of keeping up steam while lying 
in the harbor, all that is necessary is to 
shut off the gasoline and turn it on again 
when the time comes to move out. It is 
intended to make the yacht a veritable 
automobile on water.’’ 

The vessel was built at a reported cost 
of 310,000 on the order of a wealthy man. 
whose name is withheld until the delivery 
of the yacht.

A GERAT HONEY YEAR. 


Lots of Sweetness on Long Island for 
the Bees to Gather. 


That it has been an unusval, and to the farmer. 
an unprofitable season, no one will deny. On 
Long Island especially all work done in the spring 
was virtually money thrown away and “armers 
are, even now, busy replanting and {n some cases 
replowing, for what should have been early 
crops, says the New York Sun. 

But the drouth has its compensations. Une of 
them is found In the fact that the heney dew is 
here—an unfailing sign of a prosperous honey 
et 


ar. 

Among the hills of Long Island the maple trees 
glisten with it and about Hempstead tho chest- 
nut leaves have been sticky with ita sweetness. 
It can be seen when not excessively heavy 
glittermg upon the surface of leaves like freshly 
sprinkled water but unlike water, it is slightly 
sticky to the tonch and to the tongue its taste 
is delicately eweet. 

An old farmer will tell you that it falls at 
night like ordinary dew. Science, hovvever, de- 
scribes it as a sweet liquid secreted by ‘“‘certain 
sinall homopterous insects, such as plant lice, 
bark lice, mealy wings and some leaf soppers 
which congregate on the leaves and bark of 
various plants and trees, notably pines, oaks 
and beeches, and suck thelr juices.’ 

This sweet liquid is ‘often taken ap by the 
bees as it falls on the surrounding vegetation.”* 
It is ‘‘usually of an inferior quality, though that 
from pine tree aphides is sometimes fa'rly good. 
Most of ss very soon after having 
been ther sometimes even before the cells 
bave been sealed.’’ . 
Also known as honeydew is a sweet exatation 
Which under cullar conditions of the atmos- 
phere drops m the leaves of certain plants 
to be eagerly taken up by the bees. ‘This 
substance ie sometimes very abundant and of 


excellent quality—apparently an ‘accidental ex- 


udation through the plant pores, bronght about, 
very likely, by some sudden change »f tempera- 
ture,"’ and ‘‘is merely the saccharine fuices of 
the plant which, when refined, may become excel- 
lent boney."’ 

The thie year have made an wnusual 
growth. e ae 3 8 of all trees bend and sway 
as if laden with heavy fruit and lift their crests 
like a mass of soft, impenetrable plumes. For 
this reason the sweet’ juices the trees may 
be excessive, dovbdly sweeten by those golden 
days of the spring drouth—for the lounger 
the drouth the thicker the honeydew.

Fr. de Lacqthe Says Tiny Reptile Is 
Cause of Dread Elephantiasis 
in Tropics. 


What would commonly be designated as 
a double-headed water snake emerged at 
noon yesterday from a hydrant in the kitch- 
en of G. A. Lansberry, 3654 Olive street, and 
nearly frightened the attending domestic 
into hysteria. 

Her screams brought the family of four 
to the scehe. By concerted action they suc- 
ceeded in capturing the uncanny visitor 
and preserving him as an example of what 
may be found in unbolled.and unfiltered St. 
Louls drinking water. The snake, which is 
known as a falaria, the typical genus of 
the family Filariidae, measured 18 inches tn 
length. | 

The Lansberry household was quite upset 
They were about to eat 
luncheon when the shrieks of the domestic, 
Lottie Mills, called them to the kitchen. 
Now speechless with fright, the girl, 
who had drawn a glass of water to drink, 
stood pointing at the sink. 

Mr. Lansberry, whose courage has 
been tried and not found wanting fn 
the wilds of Montana mining camps, ad- 
vanced courageously to the faucet, fol- 
lowed by his wife and two daught>ra, 
where he beheld a foot and a half wig- 
gling filaria. The sight at once calicd 
for cancellation of all and 
dinner engagements for the day. 

Mr. Lansberry slipped *« »enecil 
the animal's body and soon had it on the 
fish platter. A tape measure of 34 
inches proved to be just twice 
length of the snake. The body 
muddy brown, about the thickness of an 
ordinary plece of tring, and apparecnily 
had no difficulty in propelling itself in 
either direction. The skin was glossy 
and smooth. 

When Mr. Lansberry had fintshed his 
examinations he bottled the specimen up 
and turned it over to the Post-Dispatch.

‘he documents are in St. Matthew's 
Church, Washington, and the archives of 
the diocese of Baltimore connected with 
the residence of Cardinal Gibbons. 

The case is one of the most famous which 


= has ever come before the Roman curia, 


involving a large fortune in money, the 
ownership of several landed estates, one of 
the most ancient titles in Rome and the) 
good standing of the head of one of the) 
most noted papal families in Italy—a fam- 
ily which has given a pope to the church 
in the person of Clement IX. 

Others concerned inthe outcome of this 
trial are the princess’ baby, Signor Ca- 
millo Respigliiosl, the head of the Pope’s no- 
ble guard, his son (who married recently 
Miss Bronson of New York) and incident- 
ally Archbishop Chapelle and Cardinal 
Gibbons. 


Lawful According 
to Italy’s Laws. 


The princess has been lawfully married 
according to the laws of Italy. but the 
ladies of tthe highest Roman society de- 
cline to receive her on the ground that 
her marraige is not yet recognized by the 
ohurch. 

The princess and her lawyers set up the 
claim that as her first husband was never 
baptized, the marriage was invalid, ac- 
cording to the laws of the Catholic church. 

Mr. Parkhurst himself has written her a 
letter in which he states he has never been 
baptized and that neither has any mem- 
ber of his family. 

A dispensation is sometimes granted so 
that an wunbaptized person and a Catholic 
may be permitted by the church to marry. 
To this the princess and her lawyers reply 
that the dispensation which (first was 
granted was one permitting a Catholic and 
a baptized non-Catholic tto marry, and as 
Mr. Parkhurst was unbaptized the dispen- 
sation had no bearing upon his case 


Dispute Over 


Dispensations. 

There is no flaw In the reasoning of the 
lady and her lawyers. But the question of 
fact remains: What Kind of a dispensa- 
tion did Archbishop Chapelle of New Or- 
leans, then Father Chapelle of Washing- 
ton, obtain for his fair penitent? 

Difficulties have been put in the way of 
clearing up this. Hector de Castro, United 
States consul-general at Rome, cabled to 
St. Matthew's. church, Washington, to 
have ‘the marriage register consulted. He 
received replies that a certain clergyman 
had gone on his* vacation, taking the keys 


with him.

TROLLEY TRUNK LINES. 

Little has been said about the development of trolley trunk 
lines, but the service is assuming considerable importance. 

The first electric trolley sleeping cars were turned out last 
month. They will make regular trips between Indianapolis, 
Ind., and Columbus, 0. Orders for 24 more have been placed. 
A trolley line between Pittsburg and Cleveland, 137 miles, is 
under construction. Within the next few months lines will 
be opened from these points to Buffalo and Detroit on the east 
and Cincinnati on the south, and eventually roads will be run 
to Chicayo. The middle West is to be covered with a network 
of trolleys. And within three years sleepers and diners will 
operate between Augusta, Me., and Chicago and St. Louis.

Americans 
are improving the great ranches and de- 
veloping the manufacture of cotton faster 
than it can be grown at home, so that 
some of the material has to be imported 
from the United States. 

Americans have started factories of all 
kinds. They have built great irrigation 
dams and canals. 

The Mexicans are eagerly adopting 
American ways. They have the American 
circus; they use typewriters more gener- 
ally than the Partsians; they have a wire- 
less telegraph system across the Gulf of 
California. And they hope that when Diaz 
is gone they will be able to show us that

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OUR BIGGEST MOTOR. 


In northern Michigan the biggest trac- 
tion motor ever built is now in use in the 
forests owned by the Alger Lumbering 
Co. Its main purpose, as described in the 
current Review of Reviews. is to haul 
sledges loaded with logs in the winter sea- 
son. 

The motor revresents no less than 200 
horsepower and is capable of hauling 100 
tons of weight through snowbeds, which 
range from two to three feet in depth and 
acrogs a country where there is not even 
a footpath. Under these conditions the lo- 
comotive will attain a speed varying be- 
tween three and four miles an hour, ac- 
cording to the condition of the surface 
over which it is moved. Tests upon a 
hard and fairly smooth surface, such as 
packed snow or ice. show that it will de- 
velop a speed of six miles an hour, yet 
hauling 150 tons. 

It has been placed in service not only 
to haul sledges loaded with logs, but for 
pulling the logs themselves through the 
woods and loading them on the sledges. 
This is dome by attaching a cable to the 
log and pulling it to the top of the sledge. 
The number of logs transported varies ac- 
cording to their ‘size and the condition of 
the route. but the loads average from 
thirty to sixty tons, yet only three men are 
recuired for the train crew.

TROLLEY TRUNK LINES. 

Little has been said about the development of trolley trunk 
lines, but the service is assuming considerable importance. 

The first electric trolley sleeping cars were turned out last 
month. They will make regular trips between Indianapolis, 
Ind., and Columbus, O. Orders for 24 more have been placed. 
A trolley line between Pittsburg and Cleveland, 137 miles, is 
under construction. Within the next few months lines will 
be opened from these points to Buffalo and Detroit on the east 
and Cincinnati on the south, and eventually roads will be run 
to Chicago. The middle West is to be covered with a network 
of trolleys. And within three years sleepers and diners will 
operate between Augusta, Me., and Chicago and St. Louis. 

These lines are primarily for passenger traffic, but already 
freight privileges are sought after. Just what effect this will 
have upon the steam lines it is hard to say, but the direo- 
tion of development seems to be along electrical lines. Who 
can say that steam will not be, within a quarter century, dis- 
carded as a motive power?

Capital of Mexico is American. There are 
now over 11,000 miles of rails in the country 
and the amount is steadily increasing. 
Americans own all the important systems 
but three and are heavy stockholders in 
these. They have recently bought the Na- 
tional from the British and the Gulf line 


from the Belgians. They furnish the op-} 


erating officers, the conductors and engin- 
eers and sometimes the rest of the train 
crews. 

The old Mexican mines are being re- 
juvenated by American methods. Americans 
are improving the great ranches and de- 
veloping the manufacture of cotton faster 
than it can be grown at home, so that 
some of the material has to be imported 
from the United States. 

Americans have started factories of all 
kinds. They have built great irrigation 
dams and canals. 

The Mexicans are eagerly adopting 
American ways. They have the American 
circus; they use typewriters more gener- 
ally than the Partsians; they have a wire- 


less telegraph system across the Gulf of 


California. And they hope that when Diaz 
is gone they will be able to show us that 
they are able, like ourselves, to elect a 
new president without a revolution. 


PERIL IN LOVE-LETTERS.

Of late years the danger of writing love- 
letters has been increased a hundredfold 
by the possibility that thetr recipient may 
tie them neatly together, put them in a pig- 
eon-hole, and some day, when he is hard- 
up, sell them.

OUR BIGGEST MOTOR. 


In northern Michigan the biggest trac- 
tion motor ever built is now in use in the 
forests owned by the Alger Lumbering 
Co. Its main purpose, as described in the 
current Review of Reviews. is to haul 
sledges loaded with logs itn the winter sea- 
son. 

The motor represents no less than 200 
horsepower and is capable of hauling 100 
tons of weight through snowbeds, which 
range from two to three feet in depth and 
acrogs a country where there is not even 
a footpath. Under these conditions the lo- 
comotive will attain a speed varying be- 
tween three and four miles an hour, ac- 
cording to the condition 
over which it is moved. Tests upon a 


hard and fairly smooth surface, such as 


packed snow or ice. show that it will de- 
velop a speed of six miles an hour, yet 
hauling 150 tons. 


It has been placed in service not only 
to haul sledges loaded with logs, but for 
logs themselves through the

"Company Is Organized to Manufac- 
ture Fuel From the Waste or 
Slack of Soft Coal. 


ST. LOUISANS LAUNCH VENTURE 


With Heavy Capital They Will Begin 
Activities to Cut in Two the 
Price of Heating Fuel. 


The first company In the West for utiliz- 
ing of soft coal waste was fully organized 
in St. Louls yesterday, when the Coaleo 
Buel Manufacturing Co. elected direct- 
ors. The company has a capital stock of 
$500,000 and controls processes and machin- 
ery patents for the manufacture of fuel 
similar to the briquettes of european coun- 


tries. 
The offices of the company will be In the 


Laclede building. The officers are: E. H. 
Kaston, president; L. D. Kingsland, vice- 
president; H. L. Harford of Alton, secre- 
tary, and R. Hl. Kaston, treasurer. Other 
directors are T. M. Jenkins, B.-J, Strauss 
and B. P. Secker. 

The processes controlled by the company 
is known as the Cottle process, a combina- 
tion of chemical and mechanical changes 
in the slack or waste of the soft coal 
mines. W. W. Cottle, the originator of 
the process, Is a man of some means who 
recently came to St. Louls to take the 
oversight of the Pope Mercantile Co. He 
has spent much of his spare time for 20 
years working on the and, while 


admitting that his process is similar to 
that of the manufacture of briquettes, as- 
serts that his plan is better than any em- 
ployed up to date to place a manufactured 
fuel on the market. 

It is claimed for the fuel to be produced, 
which is to be called coaleo, that it will 
have all the advantages of anthracite coal 
at half the price. The heat-making quality 
is almost as high, and the ashes are pro- 
duced in smaller proportion. 

Several machinees have been ordered and 
will be delivered within the next 30 days 
and the company expects to have the prod- 
uct on the market by the time the fall de- 
mand for heating fuel begins, or within 
less than 60 days. 

Kach machine will cost about $1000, and 
will weigh about seven tons, according to 
Mr. Kingsland, who has charge of the 
manufacture of the machines, The com- 
pany will have not a plant. but the ma- 
chines will be moved to the point where 
the most slack is available. Although large 
and with a capacity of 65 tons of fuel each 
a day, they will be portable 

The commercial value of slack has been 
very low. Some of the slack from the 
Illinois mines has been sold to the Chi- 
cago stockyard plants for fuel during the 
Bearcity of coal at a price that little more 
than reimbursed the mine owners for the 
expense of loading, and only those who 
wished to clear space close to their mine 
shafts would bother with the contracts.

The first Coaleo was mado about six 
months ago and since that time a number 


of manufacturers of St. Louis and nelgh- 
boring cities have been Invited ta test the 
new fuel These tests have pleased the 
ractical men and, in this way, Mr. KXings- 
and, president of the St. Louls Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and Mr. Jenkins, gen- 
erul manager of the Suburban Rallroad, be- 
came convinced that the process was siutis- 
factory. 

A foundry test was made in the Duncan 
fron foundaries at Alton at the request of 
Secretary Harford and Manager James M.

SUNK WITH THE FAVORITE 


Yachtsmen Found a Hermit Who Told 
Them When the Liquor Went 
- Down. 


TOLEDO, O., Sept. 12.—At the bottom of 
Zake Erie, somewhere between the moutn 
of the Detroit river and the point where 
the waters of the Maumee river and the 
deep blue of the lake mingle, there lies 
the schooncr Favorite, bound from But- 
faio to Toledo, laden with whisky and rum, 
and sunk in 183. 

The story of the wreck was almost for- 
gotten history until recently an item ap- 
peared in the papers announcing the or- 
ganization of a company of Detroit and 
Toledo capitalists te try to recover me 
cargo. 

The Favorite was one of the best of lake 
vessels of her day. She was a schooner, 
trading principally between Buffalo and De- 
troit. Upon her last voyage she cleared 
from Buffalo with liquor consigned to a4 
Toledo firm. It ts said she had on board 
S68 barrels of whisky and 182 barrels of 
rum. Just as she was entering Maumee 
Bay a southwester blew up and drove the 


Favorite into the Irke and northward to- 
ward the mouth of the Detroit river. Some- 
where abréast of Monroe piefe or between 
there and Stony Point thé veese) foun- 
dered.

Thrill Visttors to the Loutstana 
Purchase Exposition in St. Louts 


Next Year. 
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HESE are the times of the freak concession- 
aires. They are all hurrving toward St. 
Louis with their freak ideas and clamoring 
for freak concessions. Theirs are the ideas 
bizarre. The things they offer have never 
been heard of or thought of before. 
Many of them have asked for concessions. 
A few concessions have been granted for features which may 
properly he placed in the freak class. Others for which con- 
eessions have been asked have not commended themselves to 
the judgment of the Chief of Concessions and the requests have 
been refused. 

Some of the men who have had happy ideas for World’s Fair 
features to charm dollars from visitors’ pockets have not ap- 
plied for concessions and may not do so. They have revealed 
their ideas to their local papers and may be content with the 
fame which has come to them in this way and never bring them- 
selves to the notice of the World’s Fair people in any more di- 
rect way. 

The supply of freak ideas has been bountiful and promises to 
be more bountiful as the fair draws nearer. 

There will be features at the fair which the visitors, or some 
of them, will vote freaks whether they were intended ad freaks 
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or not. Others intended to take a place among the freaks may 
fail to qualify. 

If the idea of one man is carried out at the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition, the stranger within the gates who seeks a place where he may sup 
and sleep will be steered to the Giant Steer Hotel. According to this 
man's inspiration the Giant Steer Hotel would be what it says at least 
so far as the Giant Steer part is concerned. And it would be a hotel too, at 
least so far as providing some of the things which plain hotels, without 
the steer, provide. 

It would be a hote) built on the long, rakish lines of a rangy Texas 
steer. The legs of the stcer would be hollow pillars through which eleva- 
tors would ascend and descend, carrying empty patrons up and filled pa- 


trons down. The ascent, a trip to the interior of the steer country, would 


‘land people in the short ribs department or the flank region, according as 


it was made by the front or rear eleyators. 

The interior would be a good deal like the internal arrangement of 
an ocean liner, two or three floors, connected by short flights of stairs. 
Persons bent upon seeing all the works of the steer would finally reach 
the backbone and following this forward would reach the eyes of the beast, 
through which they could get a steer’s view of the exposition picture. 

At night lights would gleam from between the steer’s ribs and from 
the orbs of the Giant Steer would gleam rays like those from a giant 
bullseye.

The giant steer would be patterned after the giant elephant which 
used to be one of the main attractipns at Coney Island. It was a hotel, 
built on the lines of an elephant and was of gigantic size. Elevators, run- 
ning inside ghe legs, carried persons up and down. “Seeing the elephant” 
was one of the indispensable incidents of a tour of the metropolis and 
its surroundings. The elephant could be seen far out to sea and was one 
of the sights which met the astonish@d gaze of ship travelers as they 
neared New York and gave ignorant persons a rather exaggerated idea of 
the zoology of the country. It burned several years ago. , 

When meal time came again the visitors in search of novel sensations 
might eat his fill at the floating whale hotel. The floating whale would,

If the 
swing should follow too closely, however, the visit to the giant steer or 
the floating whale there would be danger of the visitor giving a first- 
class imitation of the eviction of Jonah, for the giant swing was never 
meant for persons with weak hearts or stomachs. It would not hurt per- 
sons with weak heads, though. In fact, there would probably be a marked 


affinity between the two. 


Chance to Be a High Roller. 


After getting loose from the giant swing the visitor would have a 
couple of more chances to take a shy at novel sensations. He could take 


a trip on the observation wheel or have himself rolled about in the rolling 
ball. The observation wheel would be a good deal like the Ferris wheel, 


it would roll along a track and the passengers would view the. landscape 
from it as they were carried up and down in its revolutions. 
The rolling ball would not be so high but from it passengers would 
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view the sights of the exposition at short range as they were rolled abou’ 
through the grounds, here, there and everywhere. 

If the visitor in quest of sensations should still yearn there would be 
the corkscrew airship, which would make ascents at frequent intervals, 
giving views of the World’s Fair and the city of St. Louis and a large 
part of Missouri and Illinois. .

This, says Mr. Merryman, was a trick of Pilate’s te 
avert the crucifixion, because he knew that no man under 
the Roman law could be twice put in jeopardy for the 
same.,offense. Although Pilate had already declared the 
prisoner to be Innocent, yet on his second examination, with- 
out further evidence, he pronounced him deserving of 
chastisement, and Christ was gcourged. That. under the 
Roman law, as Pilate well knew, ought to have ende4 
the proceedings. Mr. Merryman writes: 

“I am of opinion that Pilate did attempt to save Jesus 
by a legal procedure. The legal maxim that no man 
shall be put twice in jeopardy has come down from the 
Romans to us. Pilate knew this principle of law as well 
as we know it. You cannot convict a man of aseault 
and battery and after he has served his sentence try hin 
for assault with intent to kill You cannot sentence a 
prisoner for a erime of murder to the penitentiary for two 
or more years, and aftér he has served his time try him 
and sentence him tor the same offense for murder in the 
first degree. In the second and last appearance of the 
Savior before Pilate, Pilate ordered him scourged, not- 
withstanding that he had solemnly said, ‘I find no fault 
in this man.’ 

“The Evangelist John tells us after Pilate had scourged 
Jesus that ‘from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him.’

ARION GRANGER, 
daughter of an 
army officer and 
a society favorite, 
known to many in 
this part of the 
West, where she 
has been with her 
father, tells in this article why it is that 
she has given up the pleasures of so- 
ciety and army life to play a small part 
in a stage production now running in 
the East. The irresistible fascination 
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of the stage is portrayed from actual 
experience. It is the old story of the 


moth and the flame told over again, 
with a difference. In this case the 
moth plainly realizes that the flame 
will burn, and frankly confesses that 
she flies to it for no other reason than 
that she is not strong enough to resist 
its power.

HE stage-struck girl is never taken seri- 
ously by the outside world. She is—well, 
just stage-struck. And the word Is al- 


Ways pronounced with a world of contempt 
which baffies reproduction in cold type. Does 
the stage-struck girl expect to work? By no 


means. She is just going to frivol behind the 
scenes and seek entertainment and, incidentally, 
the staff of life. Now, honestly, is not that 
just about as much credit as the stage-struck 
girl ever gets? 

No one ever heard of a girl being typewriter 


struck or lace-counter _struck, or millinery 


struck. Yet scores of girls who need not work 


are entering these lines of trade every day and 
are taken seriously. No one pokes fun at them 
or suggests that they ought to go home to 
mamma. And so while I do not pose as a 
Bernhardt in chrysalis form, nor « budding 
prima dcnna, nor a prospective Letty Jind. I 
do think that in a way I am a living refuta- 
tion of all the calumnies hurled at the defense- 
less head of the stage-struck girl. 

My grandfather was Judge Granger of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and congressman during the 
stormy times which marked both of the Lin- 
coln administrations. My father was too young 
to see service during the civil war, but the 
spirit of the times left its impress on his 
youthful mind and he was a soldier at heart. 
When the Spanish-American war began Col. 
Granger led his Twelfth Michigan Volunteers to 
Cuba. On his return to the states he was 
offered a commission in the regular army, with 
a station in the Philippines. But my mother 
had had enough of army life, and in deference 


to her earnest wighes father declined the offer. 
From the time I was a wee girl I went into 
camp with my father. I have two younger 
brothers, but there was no discrimination 
against petticoats in our family. I rode a 
charger as soon as I could sit one without slid- 
ing off, and father always insisted on my rid- 
ing astride. When the national guard went into 
encampment my little frocks showed the same 
colors as their uniforms and the same materi- 
als in lighter weight. When we went to Cuba I 
wore the same kahki that father's men did, and 
let me tell you that pique and duck cannot 
compare with kahki for heavy service. 


Born to Command. 

They say that a girl goes on the stage to 
feed her vanity, to appease a yearning for 
power, to travel and to have excitement. Very 
well, so be It. 

The daughter of an officer in the army is 
born to command. She takes the center of the 


may quarrel among themselves, but their “luv- 
alty is instilled into them by an unseen hand 
even more strongly than the army tactics are 
pounded into their brains by the driil m inter, 
They place the daughters and the wives of their 
cffcers on pedestals and keep them there. They 
offer an honest, sincere homage, which makes 
the id!e compliments, the meaningless atten- 
tions, the insincere adulations of hangers-on 
about the stage entrance as brass against bur- 
nished gold. You feel that every man in the 
regiments would stake his life and honor for 
yours. 

Of excitement such as the stage-struck girl 
is supposed to crave there is no end in the 
army. The habitat of the army officer is almost 
as uncertain as that of the etar. The secretury 
of war and his assistants correspond to the 
theatrical manager and the soldier goes whith- 
er they list. A few years on the western 
plains, a few more in one of the forts in New 
York harbor, a season or so ntar a fashionablo 
New England resort, or perhaps, Cuba or tlie 
Philippines, with all their quaint life and novel 
environment to pique the interest! The life of 
the soldier's family always holds the element 
of the unexpected.
